ERMANY seems determined to realise her ambitions in Austria 
and the manner in which the Hitler Government have dis- 
regarded the request of the Powers to cease the campaign of wire- 
less propaganda has created a tense situation. The purposeful 
and relentless campaign of the Nazis has not been checked despite 
the warnings to Berlin and Chancellor Hitler may soon be faced with 
a more direct wltimatum from Britain, France and Italy. The first 
intervention of the Powers was a mild one, and the Notes sent by 
the three Governments were described as “friendly.” The series of

incidents on the Austrian border, and the more threatening tone 
of the recent propaganda indicate that Hitler is prepared to con- 
tinue to defy the Powers even if their attitude is stiffened. A 
grave situation would then arise and .France would undoubtedly 
consider taking further. action. The only solution apparent at the 
moment is that Mussolini may modify Hitler's attitude, Italy's 
relations with Germany have not been so intimately friendly since 
the Nazi regime commenced but close co-operation still exists 
between Rome and Perlin and it is believed that Mussolini could 
exert considerable influence on Germany’s foreign policy. The 
Nazi case is not without merit. Germany and Austria are natural 
allies, political and economic, and union between two peoples with so 
much in common would be desirable from many aspects. The Nazis 
claim that they could resuscitate Austria and enable her to emerge 
from the financial chaos which has made her a burden to Europe 
since the War, France contends that extension of the German 
eastern frontier would complicate the European situation and tend 
to increase the divergence which is tending to divide Europe into 
two camps — Italy, Germany and Austria’ on the one hand, and 
France, Poland and the Little Entente on the other. The Nazis 
argue that Dr. Dollfuss, the Austrian Chancellor, who is now a vir- 
Lua! Dictator, is a French agent, and they have somo substantiation 
for their claim that the Dollfuss Government caynot speak for all 
Austria. The Nazi party is very strong in Austria and it has been said 


_|that the Nazis would gain a majority if a general.election were held. 


The dimunitive Chancellor has evoked admiration for his courage- 
ous stand against. Hitler, but he would help to clear a confusing 
situation if he could produce evidence that he has the support of 
most of his countrymen. Doubts ag to the security of his Govern- 
ment weaken his position. However, he is fo meet.Premier Musso- 
lini over the week-end and any understanding he could achieve with 
Tl Duce would relieve most of the anxieties felt in European capitals.

In 81st. Year. 


PROBING EGYPT'S HISTORY 


London. 

Professor Sir Flindera Petrie, 
the archrelogist. who hag. just 
attainel his elghtieth birthday, 
has celebrated it by solving (a 
riddic of history that has puzzled 
the world for thousands of years, 

Ife has established the identity 
of the people who founded the 
seventh and eighth dynasties of 
Egypt. 

This is one of the biggest dis- 
coverics he has made ' at Gaza, 
where he has been working dur- 
Ing six montha for the fourth 
year in succession. 

Sir’ Flinders -has developed an 
uncanny knack of deducing his- 
tory from picces of flint, bone 
and copper, This time a bronze 
dngger and two Jadies’ pina 
wrought in gold gave him the 
lost secret of Egyptian history. 

“We discovered the dagger and 
the pins, which were used for 
fastening Iadies’ gowns, when we 
had uncovered the earliest of the 
five pleces at Gaza,” raid Sir 
Finders. 

“The dagger had beautiful rals- 
ed veins running down the binde 
in perfect symmetry, and the 
pins’ heade were done in re- 
markable workmanship. 1 was 
particularly struck by the rais- 
ed veins on the dagger blade, 
which I thetght could not be the 
work of the Copper Age man, 
who came after the Neolithic 
times. Then a report of a dis- 
covery in the Caspian was shown 
to me, and ina flash I knew 
that I had hit upon the secret. 

“These people, one of the six 
races to conquer. Egypt, came 
from the Caspian shores, Their 
workmanship shewed their cul- 
ture in the arts, They were a 
strong powerful race, and they 
must have had great skill in 
building, as their palace, which 
we have just uncovered, shews. 
It contains a luxurious bathroom 
with its stucco floor more or less 


intact.”

\Greenland ice-cap, which covers 
the whole of the interior of that 
country, Explorers estimate the 
ice-cap to have a thicknesa of 1,000 
to 6,000 feet, and an elevation, in 
[places, of over 9,000 fect. It is 
formed by the accumulation of 
snow through the ages, the weight 
of which causes a modification of 
the anow crystal, and welds it into 
a solid mass of fee. od 
_ Indeed, all Greenland may be 
regarded a8 a gigantic glacier, 
with arma stretching down Into 
he fiords on the conat-line. Urged 
on by gravity and terrific pressure 
from the interlor, th~ glacter arms 
jenrve their way sh ‘y Into the 
fea.

This journey, of approximately 
2,000 miles,, takes about nine 
months, that fs, from the time 
when the berga are liberated in 
early ‘simmer to the following 
epring. But for part of that time 
they may be frozen in by cnormous 
fields of pack-ice un the consta. 
Taking this into consideration, 
thelr rate of drift han been 
estimated at about one knot. 

Fortunately, a great number of 
bergs run‘aground on the rocky 
coasts or on the shailow northern 
parts of the Banka, and hundreds 
of others drift into Hudsan’s Bay 
and the Straits of Belle Isle. 
It is computed that during a nor- 
mal ~ice-year roughly only 300 
bergs ever drift sor . of New- 
foundland, and: of thesc*only about 
Nifty reach the tail of the Banks. 

Here they -get Info the warm 
waters of the Gulf Stream, which 
soon finishes them off: a large berg 
dwindles away In about two weeks, 
Thia region is notorious for the 
density and duration of its fogs, 
which are caused by the warm, 
moisture-Inden winds over the Gulf 
Stream striking the cold air over 
the Labrador Current. 

The density of icebergs varies. 
In some the anow {a not 80 com: 
pletely transformed Into fee as in 
others. Some, too, carry appre- 
sdable loads of rock material, 

A berg, if composed of pure tee, 
Would float with about one-ninth 
of its mass out of water, Recent 
rekearch by Professor H. T. Barnes 
shows that from one-sixth to one- 
tenth the volume of Greenland 
bergs consists of alr, causing them 
to displace Jess water than ordin- 
ary fee, ‘ 

It was found that many bergs 
flout with as much aa one-third of 
their moss out of water.

The highest 
berg noted by the International Ice 
Patrol in the vicinity of the Banks

fect. this after travelling roughly 
2,000 miles. 
Danger Lurks In Fog. 

Contrary to general opinion 

there fs no sure nmicans of telling 
when a ship ia near berg in fog. 
The sighting of “growlers’. (large 
lumps of ‘ice)Y or “scum” leo, or 
tie presence of numerous sen-fowl, 
or an echo from the steam whistle, 
may give some indication, but can- 
not be relied on, 
t The tempcrature of the sen fs no 
Ruide, It fs, in fact, frequently 
higher when near a berg. The 
melting of a berg causes the sur- 
rounding water to sink by cooling, 
find draws to itself the warmer 
Surface water, thereby contribut. 
ing to Its own destruction, 

In clear weather ao borg wauld 
be seen, from a steamer’s bridge, 
16 or 20 miles away. In fog it 
might not be scen 20 garda, -and 
would appear ng a dark, sombre 
shape. On a dark night with no 
moon, a berg might be vialble at 
Ono mile. Sometimes, under such 
conditions, “Ice blink’ reveals a 
Verg. This ts an effulgence reflect- 
ed from the ice and seen in the 
&ky above the berg, but it fs both 
rare and very uncertain, 

A berg disintegrates by breaking 
up gradually Into pieces. When a 
“Growler” Ia calved, the process is 
Preceded by sharp cracking sounds. 
A loud roar is heard when the 
growler finally breaks off and 
plunges’ into the sea, causing 
tremendous effervescence and {n+ 
numerable. alr-bubbles, while the 
freshly exposed side of the berg 
bHsters rapidly, 

Rolling, cracking, roaring, and 
sometimes turning completely over 
as it adjusts itself to loss of 
welght and equilibrium, the berg 
gradually dwindles away until it 
Is no longer a danger to shipping.
